Signs  of  Qiyaamat 


All  praise  is  due  only  to  Allaah.  We  laud  Him  and  beseech 
His  aid  and  beg  forgiveness  only  from  Him  and  believe  in 
Him  and  rely  solely  on  Him.  We  seek  salvation  in  Him  from 
the  evils  of  our  inner  selves  and  the  vices  of  our  actions. 
There  is  none  to  misguide  one  whom  Allaah  intends  to 
guide.  I  bear  witness  that  there  is  no  one  worthy  of 
worship  but  Allaah,  the  One  who  has  no  partner.  I  also 
testify  that  Hadhrat  Muhammad  (Sallahu  Alahyi 
Wassalam)  is  the  faithful  servant  and  the  Last  Rasul  of 
Allaah.  May  Allaah  Ta'ala's  mercy  be  on  him,  his  family 
and  his  Sahabaah  (Radia  Allahu  Anhum  Ajmaeen)  and 
may  He  bless  them  and  raise  their  status. 

There  are  various  signs.  Major  and  Minor  ones.  Minor 
signs  leading  up  to  the  first  major  sign  which  is  the 
appearance  of  Hadhrat  Mahdi.  Further  there  are  those 
signs  which  precede  the  recognition  of  Hadhrat  Mahdi.  In 
these  leaflets  we  enumerate  the  minor  signs.  This  is  the 
first  one  of  the  series.  Allaah  willing  we  will  also  list  those 
signs  which  will  occur  prior  to  Hadhrat  Mahdi. 

Read  and  access  how  many  signs  have  passed.  Then
